Qravofl lu He Looked at tbe Time of the 


The annual in- 


lon^of Daniel Chaplin' Camp, No. 3, 
ol ^eterans, occurred last evening at 


J,ust three weeks from the time Marshal 


Whitney and Officer Allen left Boston for 
California they placed their prisoner, Cal- 
vin P. Graves, in the |ail in this city. The 
despatch in Wednesday's WHIG announc- 
ing that the prisoner would reach Bangor 
last night was read with much interest and 
the result was that there was a tremendous 
crowd at the depot on the arrival of the 
regular train from Boston. Every avail- 
able inch of space was filled in the depot 
and those who were unable ty get inside 
stood packed like herring in a box in mud 
up to their ankles, such was the curiosity 
to get a glimpse at the prisoner. The po- 
lice were activein keeping the crowd back, 
butbne might as well have tried to check a 
whirlwind as to keep that struggling mass 
of humanity in line the moment the shout 
went up 


"THERE HE IS." 


Small boys were trampled under foot 


and those who were strong enough to take 
care of themselves were kept so busy Jo 
trying to prevent being swept from their 
feet that but very few had time to look 
nt the prisoner. With his feet shackled 
together, but with ^i snflicient length of 
chain to allow of elsy walking, (jlraves 
was hurr ed into a hack by the officers and 
driven to the jail. A lot ol urchms fol- 
lowed the carriage on the run and another 
crowd of people was encountered at the 
jail, but the officer kept a clear passage 
and the prisoner was soon in the Sheriff's 
ofllce. Here the irons were removed and 
Graves was taken to one of the cells on 
the lower corridor and soon after had his 
supper after which he was locked up for 
thi night. 


THE TRIP OUT AND BACK. 


Marshal Whitney and Offlcer Allen left 


Boston Wednesday, April 6th, and arrived 
in San Francisco Friday, April 15. They 
went by the Southern route as they were 
able to secure excursion tickets by so do- 
ing, thus making quite a saving in the ex- 
pense of the journey. They reached SaQ 
Francisco about the middle of the-forcnoori 
and finding that Gov. Bartlett was in the 
city at once called upon him and made 
known their errand. The Governor in- 
formed them that he had business that 
would keep him iu San Francisco until the 
flrsi of the week and would then have the 
necessary papers, made out. .On Tuesday 
Marshal Whitney went to Sacramento and 
arranged all the preliminaries, returning 
the same day. i VVednesday i they started 
on the homeward journey and werejutt 
one week on the road. They found the

trouble over the reward is mere moonshine 
and when the proper time conies it will be 
Used to the satisfaction of all concerned. 
There is no doubt that the California offi- 
cers are entitled to a portion of the re- 
ward and there is certainly no disposition 
on the part of the Bangor officers to pre- 
vent proper recognition of the services 
rendered in the arrest of Graves. When 
Mr. Fairbanks was put in possession of the 
facts concerning Graves'escape toOukland 
he at once consulted with Capt. Thomas 
and he put Detectives Holland and Shorey 
on the case. They followed up the clue 
placed in their hands until they had their 
man in close confinement ready for the 
Bangor olBcials. Capt. Thomas handed 
the following anonymous letter to the 
Bangor officers with the remark that he 
thought he knew his busin-ss without any 
advice from an idiot who was either afraid 
or Jishamed to sign his name to his com- 
munication : 


BANGOR, March 27,1887. 


W. B. Thomas, Esq.: 
1 Dear Sir—Hold your claim on the re- 
ward for the capture of Calvin P. Graves, 
as you plainlylsee by the Bangor papers 
that it is positively claimed] by parties 
here in Bangor, Maine.

GRAVES' 
STORY 
OF

ARREST. 


A representative of the WHIG went tp 


Gardiner on the noon train yesterday and 
taking-the* in bound train at that place bad 
a lone talk wltb the prisoner while en 
route to Bangor. He talks very freely 
and is thoroughly imbued with the idea 
that he can convince twelve good men and 
true that he did the shooting in self de- 
fense. He has dwelt upon this subject so 
long that he baa evidently' convinced him- 
self that he did act In sell defense instead 
of committing one of the most brutal mur- 
ders In the history of the State. His story 
of the shooting was very similar to that 
already published In the WHIG as taken 
Irom a California paper, although he con- 
tradicts himself Very often in the details. 
He left MoFarland thejjext day alter the 
shooting and after being in tbe vicinity ol 
bis home lor a short time struck out with 
the idea ol shipping. He

and rowed all night for three nlghte, rest- 
ing in the Dab'hVuses along the shore by 
day until he reached Fox Island, a distance 
of some sixty miles.

Graves says he could het'r the 
conversation Of the crew which consisted 
of the Captain, one man and the cook, 
from which he learned that the vessel was 
bound for Portsmouth, Ni H. On arrival 
at that port he heard the Captain order the 
cook to set himself and the other man 
ashore and while they were gone he came 
on deck. In the meantime he had trim- 
med his whiskers off quite close to hit face 
instead of shaving thinking that a better _ 
disguise. When the cook returned to the 
vessel Graves

'at the rail, and, pretending to be ir toxi- 
cated, asked him if he belonged on board. 
The cook replied that he did, whereupon 
Graves $aid he had hired a man to set. him 
off on the vessel which he was informed 
was bound for New York. The coo i in- 
formed him that the man was mistaken as 
the vessel was not going to New York, 
and Graves, who, of course, expected this 
answer, asked the cook to put him on 
shore, at the same time grumbling about 
the alleged man who had misinformed him. 
Once on shore he made his way to Boston 
and while in that city says he met two 
men on the street one of whom knew and 
recognized him. As he passed them this 
man remarked to his companion "that is 


CAI. GRAVES," 


but Graves paid no attention to the re- 
mark, although his Identification'gave him 
much anxiety until he got away from Bos- 
ton. 
He next went to Susquehanna where 


he purchased his ticket for California. He 
visited several places In that State, as has 
already been announced, butdidlitt.e or 
no work except at a hotel in Anaheim 
|where he was employed for a time. The 
California officers state that he had 81,000 
sent him from the east after his arrival in 
California. As to his arrest Graves pre- 
tends that he knew that the officers .were 
after him for some time prior to his cap- 
ture and that he made no effort to escape 
as he wanted to come back and stqnd a 
trial, but that is all nonsense. He did his 
best to mislead the officers after the/ had 
him under arrest and only acknowUdged 
his identity when hs found that the jig 
was up. Graves further said that he jould 
not'live without his family, but it appears 
that he not only managed to exist buj was 
engaged in a lively correspondence with a 
girl in Susquehanna whose very affection- 
ate letters were found among his thin ^s by 
the California officers. 
While in Anaheim 


Graves played the 


ROLE OF DETECTIVE 


under,the name of John -Smith and when 
captured had in his possession a Wrrant 
drawn by the officials of that plate for 
the arrest of :i man named William Spring- 
er who, after one week of married life had 
murdered his wife. Graves had drawn on 
his own case for a method of operations 
and secured a photograph ol the murderer 
which he had duplicated and sent out 
broad cast. The Oakland officers were at 
the same time looking after (Springer. 
Graves' correspondence was'carried on 
throughi a friend in Boston. His letters 
were first sent to this man in Boston and 
by him sent to Maine and the replies! went 
through the same hands. 
The letters 


were cunningly written so as to avoid 
raising any suspicion should they fall 
Into the wrong hands. While in Califor- 
nia Graves wore only a moustache and re- 
turned to Maine minus the long beard. 
That of course changed his appearance, 
but other than that th$ picture we, give of 
him is very good indeed especially the 
eyes in which there is a noticeable cast. 


The story of his escape does away with 


the report that he passed through Bangor 
disguised as a female. 


THE RETURN TRIP. 


Before leaving Boston Marshal Whitney 


and Mr. Allen called on Mr. Bean who is 
at the head of the police equipment depart- 
ment of John P. Lovell's Sons, and he 
courteously let them have the latest im- 
proved handcuffs and leg irons for use in 
bringing the prisoner home. 
The leg 


irons were put one but the prisoner was 
given free use of his hands. Part of the 
time the irons were secured, to the car 
seat in a manner so as to give the prisoner 
ample opportunity to move about in his 
seat as much as he pleased, provided he 
did not attempt to leav'g it entirely. For 
two nights they had berths in the sleeper. 
but the rest of the time travelled in the 
ordinary car, one of the officers keeping 
awake all the time.' Graves says he was 
kindly treated all the way home and speaks 
highly of the officers. 
He was not a 


troblesome prisoner but made the best of 
the situation. At every station almost in 
Maine where the train stopped crowds of 
people flocked to the depot and if time 
was offered 
as

of 
them 
as 


possible 
passed 
through 
the car. 


They 
had 
no 
little 
difficulty 
in 


1 ocating the 
prisoner, who apparently 


occupied one of four seats like any other 
passenger, his leg irons of course being 
out of sight, and there was nothing to at? 
tract attention to him. Graves has a vivid 
imagination and draws on it very freely in 
his conversation about this murder in par- 
ticular and his whole course in general. 
He has been quite a traveller in his life 
timejand has visited many States. 


HIS TRIAL. , 


Marshal Whitney could not tell last 


nizht when he would take his prisoner to 
Washington County. The Court is now 
in session in Calais and as Graves has al- 
ready been indicted he can be tried at once. 
His arrest and return to Maine is a matter 
of much satisfaction to the people who 
were startled by his terrible crime and who 
desire to see justice vindicated. Col. Jas- 
per Hutchins will defend Graves and had 
an interview with him last night.

Its Colonel. 


- The report of Adjutant General Galla- 
gher has just been Issued from the press.and 
wei present herewith some extracts which 
will be of interest to oar readers, who will 
notice that he pays a high compliment to 
Coli Mitchell and the Second Eegiment. 
Of the Fust Regiment, the report says: 


"In my report for 1885, I was obliged to 


report three companies in this regiment 
ratter below the standard for efficiency 
and discipline. In two of the companies, 
'C' and -D,' a change in the officers has 
taken place, and I am now able to report 
some improvement, especially in Company 
*D.' which is substantially a new company, 
with excellent material and well officered. 
Company 'H,' so far as I can learn, stands 
substantially the same as one year ago. 
These companies were not and are not 
wholly at fault. They rightfully com- 
plained of receiving no assistance or en- 
couragement, no information or instruc- 
tion from their regimental commander. 
What encouragement can company com- 
manders have, to see nothing from one 
year's end to the other, excepting at mus- 
ter, of their regimental commander? Dur- 
ing the past two years the companies in 
this regiment have failed to receive the at- 
tention and support from its commanding 
offic2r that is due to the several companies. 


"Few if any companies in this regiment, 


soj far as I am able to learn, have been 
visited by this officer during the past two 
years, certainly none outside of Portland, 
excepting possibly 'G.' 
All companies 


need the attention, assistance, advice and 
encouragement of their regimental com- 
mander. Military discipline must be main- 
tained by al\ officers, law and orders 
promptly obeyed. 
Better disband the 


whole organization than continue this 
loose discipline or school for the soldier." 


Of the Second Regiment, the Adjutant- 
General says:

"Ho far as I have been able to ascertain^ 


without the annual inspection, the com- 
panies in this regiment are in a very good 
condition, prompt, as a rule, in the obedi- 
ence to law and orders, following the ex- 
ample and requirements of their regimental 
commander, who at all times has the in- 
terest and welfare of his command at 
heart."
